gencies and neceſſities; Fo? pzeſent remedy and redzeſs whereof, His Majelty, 
intending to give further teſtimony and evidences of His Gꝛace and Favour to⸗ 
wards them, as occaſion ſhall ariſe, hath thought fit to declare and publiſh His 


Royal Pleaſure, That as great pꝛopoꝛtions of Bꝛead and all other P2ovilions as 


can poſsibly be furniſhed, ſhall be daily and conſtantly bzought, not onely to the Markets fo2- 
merly in ule , but alſo to luch Markets as by his Majeſties late P2der and Declaration fo 


the Lozd Mayoꝛ and Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, hape been appointed and ozdamed, viz. 


. Clerkenwell, Iſlington, Finsbury-fields, Mile-end-Green, and Ratcliff: Hig Majeſty being ſenſible that 
this will be foz the benefit alſo of the Towns and Places adjoyning ; as being the beſt erpedi⸗ 
ent to pꝛevent the reloꝛt of ſuch perſons thereunto, as may pilfer and diſturb them. And whereas 
alſo divers of the laid diſtreſſed perſons have ſaved and pꝛelerved their Gods, which nevertheleſs 
they know not how to diſpofe of: Jt is His Majeſties pleaſure, That all Churches, Chappels, 
Scgdols, and other like Publick. plaf73"Wall be tree and open 0 receive th! | 
they MatTve=bzonghtTto be there laid. And all Juffices of the Peace within the ſeveral Coun- 
ties of Middlefex, Eſſex, and Surry, are to lee the ſame to be done accoꝛdingiy. And like wile that 
ail Cities and Towns whatſoever hall without any contradiction receive the ſaiddiſtreſſed perſons, 
and permit. them the free exerciſe of their Manual Trades; His Majeffy reſolving and pꝛomiſing, 
that when the pꝛelent exigent Malt be palled over; he Will fake ſuch Care and Oꝛder, that the laid 
perlons thall beno burthen to their 2 _; And it is His Majeſties pleaſure, That 
this His Declaration be fozthWith ptiviithed, not oneiy by the Sheriffs of London and Middlelex, but 
alſo by all other Sheriffs, Mayoꝛs, and other Chief Officers in their reſpective P2ecinits 
and Limits, and by the Conſtables in every Pariſh. And of this His Majeſties pleaſure all per- 
ſons concerned are to take notice, and thereunto to give due obedience to the utmoſt of their power,
